The 
boastful  Juniors,  in  their  initial  attempt  to  put  on  their  Prom,  received  an  elegant  setback 
when  it  was  learned  that  their  banner  was  missing.  However,  we  succumbed  to  pity  and  the 
banner  was  delivered  unto  them  by  the  President  of  the  Student  Body.  We  now  are  ready 
to  graduate  and,  although  we  rejoice  that  we  have  attained  our  goal,  we  grieve  at -bidding 
farewell  to  our  beloved  Alma  Mater.
